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Revision  of  Borough  Laws. 

Represent* tivet  of  twenty  four  New 
Jersey  borough*  met  in  Trenton  on 
Monday  to  reeetve  the  report  of  the 
special  Legislative  Committee  which 
was  appointed  a  ooopie  of  week*  ago 
to  devise  some  scheme  toward  im¬ 
proving  the  existing  borough  laws. 
A  draft  of  a  bill  was  submitted  f«r 
consideration,  but  was  referred  hack 
to  the  committee,  with  >power  to  put 
jt  in  shape  and  present  it  to  the  Leg¬ 
islature. 

It  provides  that  borough  clerks  be 
appointed  by  Council  sod  not  elected, 
and  that  their  terms  shall  lie  in  the 
discretion  of  Council  •,  that  a  treasurer 
may  be  appointed  in  addition  to  e 
collector ;  that  the  borough  election 
shall  be  held  on  the  same  day  as  the 
township  election  in  which  the  bor 
ough  is  located  ^  that  the  boruugb 
solicitor  and  assessor  need  not  give 
bonds.  < 

It  provides  that  Cooncilmeu  shall 
be  elected  for  three-year  terms  and 
they  must  live  in  the  ward  they  rep¬ 
resent  ;  a  quorum  of  Councilman  to 
oooafat  of  four  members  or  three 
members  and  the  Mayor 

Tba  bill  provides  for  the  election  of 
a  Mayor  and  six  members  of  Council, 
a  Freeholder,  Assessor,  Collector 
three  Commisaooers  of  Appeal* 
Toundkeeper  and  Overseer  of  the 
Poor.  The  appoiotive  officers  art 
Marsha),  Clerk,  Commissioner  tf 
Highways,  three  Commissioners  of 
Assessment,  who  shall  also  be  Sinkiug 
Fund  Commissionera,  Solicitor,  Police 
J  ustice,  and  as  many  police  officers  as 
Council  may  provide  for  by  ordinance 
The  Mayor  sod  Council  may  appoint 
a  borough  engineer  if  they  see  fit 
The  salary  of  the  Mayor  is  not  to  ex 
owed  $300,  and  the  term  shall  be  two 
years ;  Council  shall  receive  no  sal  an 
and  the  members  shall  be  elected  for 
three  years.  The  term  of  office  oi 
Borough  Clerk  shall  be  optional  with 
Council ;  Freeholder,  three  years  ;  As¬ 
sessor,  three  years ;  Collector,  three 
years  ;  Commissioners  of  Appeal,  one 
year  ;  Poundkeeper,  one  year  ;  Over¬ 
seer  of  Poor,  one  year ;  Borough 
Council  at  will  of  Council ;  Commis¬ 
sioner*  of  Highways,  one  year  ;  Com¬ 
missioners  of  Assessment,  three  years; 
Police  Justice,  one  year;  police,  at 
will  of  Council.  Tba  salaries  are  to 
be  fixed  by  Council. 

The  delegatee  decided*  that  each 
borough  shall  be  separate  in  matters 
of  local  government  and  each  shall  be 
a  separate  s  school  district  Where 
there  are  over  600  voters  in  a  bor¬ 
ough  it  shall  be  divided  into  wards, 
the  division  to  be  made  before  May 
next  following  the  passage  of  the  act- 

Wben  the  legislative  Committee 
has  perfected  the  bill  printed  oopiee 
of  it  will  be  sent  to  the  borough  clerks 
Mn  the  State  and  any  suggestions  are 
to  be  made  within  five  days  The 
committee  will  meet  in  two  weeks  at 
the  American  House. 


Social  Reformation. 

An  editorial  from  The  New  York 
Tribune,  reproduced  last  week,  was 
worthy  of  a  carafal  study  by  students 
of  the  times— especially  the  “appeal 
to  society”  in  the  last  paragraph.

In  a  word,  The  Tribune  makes  an 
appeal  that  will  amount  to  nothing. 
Society  cannot  be  disciplined  or  cor¬ 
rected,  much  less  reformed  within  it¬ 
self.  Probably  the.  show  of  trying  it 
is  without  any  sincerity  whatever. 
What  good  can  coma  out  of  Greater 
New  York  along  social  lines,  begin¬ 
ning  at  the  top  t  Reform  will  begin  at 
the, bottom,  if  anywhere  on  earth, 
j  and  the  cheaper  papers,  not  tba  dear¬ 
er  ones,  are  the  bette^  missionaries. 
When  The  Tribune,  drawing  aside  its 
skirts  .  from  oontaminatiou,  speaks  of 
“the  cheap  and  nasty  press,”  of  the 
“drivallings  of  the  drama,  the  vile- 
nesa  of  tba  vaudeville  and  the  perni- 
cioub  activities  of  the  press  agent,” 
.  we  art  disposed  to  say  :  “Pot,  call 
not  the  kettle  black.”  In  the  general 
way  of  business,  all  that  The  Tribune 
deplores,  theatrical  and  artistic,  from 
grand  opera  down  to  Koster  A  Bial’s, 
it  endorses  in  its  advertising  col¬ 
li  is  well  to  talk  piously  of  reform¬ 
ing  society,  of  reforming  others  than 
ourselves,  but  as  things  social  and 
financial  are  now  drifting  along,  it  is 
fm  idle  to  talk  of  reforming  society  as 
it  would  be  to  talk  of  reforming  an 
egg  that  had  lost  its  virtue  and  its 
sweetness  by  over-keeping.

The  Bicycle  Baggage  Bill. 

One  of  the  first  hills  introduced  in 
the  Legislature  will  be  the  bicycle 
baggage  bill,  which  the  organized 
wheelmen  of  the  State  will  make  a 
vigorous  fight  to  have  passed.  The 
Chief  Consul  ef  the  L.  A  WJ  O. 
Frank  Kireker,  has  issued  «  circular 
to  all  wheelmen  in  the  State,  urging 
them  to  make  every  reasonable  effort 
to  bave  it  enacted  by  bringing  all 
proper  influences  to  bear  upou  the 
legislature  o 4  their  locality.  The 
bicycle  baggage  bill  is  as  follows  :

recovered  in  an  action  of  debt  in  any  Oourt 
of  competent  jurisdiction.
